BLAZING CAR 
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CORONER ON “TERRIBLE”

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“This is one of the most terrible cases 
I have ever investigated,” Mr. R. J. M. 
Stedman (Coroner for Rochester) com- 
mented at an inquest yesterday on Edward 
Ephraim Hills, aged 66, of Park avenue, 
Gillingham, Kent, who died in St. 
Bartholomew’s Hospital, Rochester, on 
Sunday after being severely burned when 
his motor car caught fire on Thursday last. 
A verdict of death by misadventure was 
recorded. 

Charles Edwin Evenden, of Park 
avenue, Gillingham, a brother-in-law of 
Hills, said that petro] had been running 
from Mr, Hill’s car into a pail. Mr, 
Hill was a nonsmoker. He came to the 
conclusion that there must have been a 
short circuit causing a spark. 

Mrs. Hannah Hills told the Coroner 
that her husband decided to see to the 
car, as there was a petrol choke, She 
added “TI heard a dreadful scream, and 
I rushed to the back gate and saw the 
car in flames.”’ 

William Henry Westcott, of Staffocd 
street, Gillingham, stated that, together 
with a friend, Mr, R. Cornhill, of Mari- 
borough read, Gillingham, he threw a coat 
round Mr. Hills and extinguished the 
sone, which rose to a height of over 20 
eet. 

Medical evidence was given to the effect 
that Hills died from shock and extensive 
burns. 

The Coroner complimented Mr. West- 
cott and Mr. Cornhill on their prompti- 
tudé in assisting Mr. Hills.

It was never proposed to turn the Bull 
Island inte an amusement park full of side- 
shows and ice-cream kiosks. The present 
proposal is to make possible a permanent 
sheet of water to enhance the scenic effect, 
making a lagoon which would be a centre 
for aquatic sports of all kinds, Surely Mr. 
Mason could not object to this. Nor, if 
development should take place on the island, 
could he possibly disagree with judicious 
landscape gardening and extensive tree- 
planting. But if an amusement park should 
rove necessary, why on earth not have one— 
if properly laid out and controlled. Thousands 
of people hike them; naturalists are often 
peculiar, too. 

The whole point seems to be that Mr. 
Mason would like to keep this troublous 
area much as it was 25 years ago. But times 
have changed. People nowadays flock to 
the seaside. Even the deplorable jack of 
amenities and the dreary wastes of munud 
cannot prevent them from coming to the Bull. 
The place is definitely a resort. Visitors who 
come there say, “ What a dreary hole.” The 
argument that facilities of every kind should 
be withheld, that the desperately ugly ap- 
pearance continue to be wnrelieved, that 
every obstacle be put in the way of the 
enjoyment of city people because the island 
made a rather good bird sanctuary and a 
quiet retreat from nois: would send any 
visitor away with a puzzled jook.—Yours, 
etc., ' Fercus J. RYAN.

Sir,—l think all who are interested in the 
movements of our Dublin birds are indebted 
to the correspondent who tells us in your 
issue of to day of the remarkable observation 
he made on the evening of the 8th inst. of 
a large number of switts suddenly arriving 
over Powerscourt and passing eastward 
towards Greystones. 

Not only does this seem to have been a 
departing migratory flight, but it is corrobora- 
tive to other observations tending to show 
that the main departure of swifts from 
Dublin and its neighbourhood for the present 
season took place on or about that very day, 
August 86th. 

On the morning of that day I was myself 
delighted to see an unusually large number 
of these fine birds playing and screaming 
in gleeful fashion over Baggot street, where 
some, but not so many, had been seen for 
a series of previous mornings. After that date 
I saw none, and felt no doubt, even 
before seeing ‘‘ Observer’s’’ letter, that a 
large exodus had occurred. 

ther observers have remarked to me that 
swifts had become scarce at nearly the same 
date, though they do not seem yet to have 
totally disappeared. It would, I think, be 
of great interest to learn at what date other 
readers of your paper have noticed the dis- 
appearance of these migrants, especially if it 
happens at all suddenly, or was made more 
worthy of remark by any such occurrence 
as the movement observed at Powerscourt.—

I wit- 
nessed a very ‘narrow escape on Saturday 
evening, when one of these "buses was belch- 
ing forth from the exhaust and literally

GREATLY APPRECIATED

PARIS, Tuesday. 


The text of the German reply to the 
French proposals for non-intervention 1n 
Spain has. not yet reached the French 
Foreign Office, but the impression given 
by the details already transmitted from 
Berlin is that it amounts to an acceptance 
in principle, which is greatly appreciated 
here.

“ An important step towards localising 
the Spanish civil war ” is how the German 
reply is described in the Diplomatische 
Korrespondenz, the mouthpiece of the 
W ilhelmstrasse. 

The paper adds: ‘* Because of its 
character and unambiguity, Germany’s 
announcement may be regarded as an im- 
portant step in the pacification of Kurope, 
and should serve as an example worthy of 
imitation by others.”

The “ total annihilation ” of an insur 
vent force at Medellin, in south-west 
Spain, is claimed by the Madrid newspaper 
Volitica. + It declares that two large 
Government ‘planes, each carrying a 
hundred bombs; were despatched from 
Barajas aerodrome to intercept an insur- 
gent column known to be advancing across 
the tableland of Estremadura. 

The column was surprised as it left 
Medellin and the ’planes immediately let 
fall their deadly load of bombs, causing 
havoc in the insurgents’ ranks. Five times 
the ’planes exhausted their score of bombs, 
and five times they returned to the aero- 
drome for more, dropping altogether 
twelve hundred bombs on the column, 

The Politica describes the bombing as 
‘‘the most striking victory of the Govern- 
ment of the struggle.” 

It states that tae insurgents’ force was 
the best they possessed in Andalusia, both 
as regards men and materials. 

The rebel column is said to have con- 
sisted almost entirely of Foreign 
Legionaries and Moorish Regulars of the 
Spanish Colonial Army. 

The same paper publishes an announce 
ment that at the end of a month the 
rebellion prepared: for over a period of 
years now has no chance of winning. 

Saragossa, Toledo, Zamora, Badajoz, 
Granada Seville and Cordova remain in 
anti-Government hands, although the 
Government claims that strong forces are 
advancing against them, 


RECRUITING IN TANGIER 


LISBON, Tuesday. 

The Spanish Consul in the International 
Zone at Tangier is enlisting men to join 
the Government forces, according to the 
Tangier ‘correspondent of the Diario 
Noticias. 

The correspondent states that the re- 
craiting is taking place at the Spanish 
Consulate and the Post Office building. 
It is feared that this may cause further 
international tension in Tangier. 

The first parties of these Government 
recruits, he continues, have already sailed 
for Spain in fishing trawlers. Two of 
them, however, are reportaed to have put 
into Cadiz owing to bad weather, and to 
have surrendered immediately to the in- 
surgents, who are in control there.
